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Doolittle Hoots at 
Jap Claims of Nine 
Yank Bombers Lost 


All of His

Washington, May 20 ~(AP) — 
Those nine American bombers the 
Ja panese claimed to have 
shot 
down during last month’s sensa ­ 
tional raid over Tokyo turned out 
to be as mythica l as the Shangri- 
La from which President Roosevelt 
said they came. 
Brig. Gen. Ja mes H. (J immy) 
Doolittle, revealed 
yesterda y as 
the leader of the 
squadron 
that 
blasted a 40 nnle path of fire and 
destruction 
through 
Japan 
on 
April 18 , declared that 
all 
the 
bombers reached their destinations 
safely. 
Told, a fter Roosevelt had pre­ 
sented him with a Congressional 
Medal of Honor for the feat, that 
the Japanese claimed to have one 
of the American planes on dis­ 
play, 
the sparse-haired 
45-year- 
old former speed champion hooted. 
"The J a pa nese do not have one 
of our planes on display” , he said. 
“ They may have painted up one 
of their own to look like ours, or 
they ma y have gotten an Ameri­ 
can plane from somewhere else, 
but not from us” . 
He declined to discuss a Rus­ 
sian 
announcement 
tha t 
an 
American plane 
hart 
landed 
in 
Russia shortly after the raid and 
been interned. 
He likewise declined 
to give 
a wa y the closely guarded secret 
of from where the oombers took 
off. 
Roosevelt 
has suggested

last night tha t Doolittle had “ car­ 
ried out the air a tta ck 
aga inst

But if the Japanese broadcast­ 
ers who cackled so hysterically all 
during the raid were wrong about 
the nine planes shot down they 
were right when they said the a t­ 
tackers could be plainly 
identi­ 
fied as American by their insig­ 
nia. 
General Doolittle disclosed that 
the raiders flew at almost house­ 
top level except wiien they a p­ 
proached their targets. Then they 
rose to 1,500 feet in order to es­ 
cape the blast of their own bombs. 
Purpose 
of the high-speed low 
flight level, which enabled them 
to contemplate the expressions ot 
Japanese fright and amazement 
below, he explained, wa s to make 
the heads of anti-aircraft gunners 
swim. 
All Objectives .Military 
Empha sizing that all of the ob­

In

tions but for outright offensive 
war. 
It wa s only natural, he suggest­ 
ed, that ca lculations as to the dur­ 
ation of the wa r should be made 
in the light of those facts.

Methodist missionary to China since 18 99, 
(30 y ears of which were sp ent as p resident and chancellor of West 
China Union u niv ersity in Chengtu ), will share with members of the 
Foreign Trav el clu b and their inv ited gu ests, his ex p eriences in the 
Orient, at a sp ecial Gu est Night meeting of the clu b, Friday ev ening 
a t the Lov eland Commu nity Hou se. 
On March 2, 1940, he was p resented with a decoration, the Me­ 
dallion of the Flowery Jade and the dip loma of the First Class. 
The 
medallion, giv en for u nu su al serv ices in the field of edu cation in all 
China, had 
been 
awarded 
only 
twice 
before to 
Americans, 
Dr. 
John 
Dewey , 
famou s 
American 
edu cation, and Dr. 
Nicholas Bu t­ 
ler, p resident 
of Colu mbia 
u ni­ 
v ersity . 
The decoration 
was p resented 
by Dr. H. H, Ku ng, v ice p resident 
of the ex ecu tiv e Yu an and Minis­ 
ter of finance, at a lu ncheon p arty 
giv en by Mr. Chen Li-fu , minister 
of edu cation, 
and 
Chang 
Kia- 
ngau , minister of commu nications, 
at Chialing Hou se. (This beau ti­ 
fu l home has since been destroy ed 
by Jap anese bombs.)

alissimo wrote.

of Dr. 
Beech’s gifts was

in Chengtu . in the su mmer of 1939,

hitch-hik ed 
from Ku n­ 
ming to Chu nk ing.

Conserving Food Values 
More and more the importance 
of storing, cooking, and serving 
food properly, as well as buying 
the proper food, is being empha­ 
sized. 
Even 
in 
many 
homes 
where homemakers know 
what 
kind of food to buy, that knowl­ 
edge is being wasted because from 
70 to 8 0 per cent of the vitamin* 
are lost in improper preparation. 
One saving can 
be 
made by 
keeping not more than two days 
supply of fresh vegetables and 
fruits in the home at one time. In 
standing longer than that, they 
will lose part of their vitamin A, 
Bl, and C content. 
When stored 
in a cool, moist place, they are 
much less likely to lose these food 
values. 
If boiled, vegetables should be 
prepared in only a small quantity 
of water. However, baking, steam ­ 
ing and pressure cooking are much 
better methods of food prepara­ 
tion than are stewing, roasting, 
and frying. 
Regardless of how 
they are prepared, any liquid left 
from the 
vegetables 
should be 
saved to use in soups, sauces snd 
gravies. 
Generally speaking, the 
pan in which they 
are 
cooked 
should be tightly covered. 
If the 
bright green color of the vege­ 
table is to be retained, it can be 
left uncovered. 
Contact with air destroys vita­ 
min C. 
For that 
reason, 
vege­ 
tables should never be stirred, or 
put through a sieve 
while hot. 
When raw fruits or vegetables are 
to be peeled or chopped, it should 
be done just before serving. Cop­ 
per utensils also destroy this vita­ 
min, as does the use of soda. 
The newest 
tendency in pre­ 
paring vegetables is to cook them 
only until tender, and by as fast 
a method as is 
practical. 
Not 
only is food value decreased by 
over-cooking, but thp flavor, tex­ 
ture, and color are changed. 
Economy Recipe 
Cabbage is one vegetable which 
is often over-cooked, with the re­ 
sult that Its valuable vitamins are 
lost. 
Cabbage 
is 
a 
low-cost 
source of vitamins and minerals 
both. 
Cooked Cabbage 
2 pounds cabbage. 
Boiling w ater to barely cover 
cabbage. 
** teaspoon salt. 
Remove outer leaves: cut cab­ 
bage into quarters, chop or shred. 
Bring salted 
w ater 
to 
boiling 
point, add cabbage, and cook un­ 
covered until tender. 
Allow 7 to 
10 minutes for young, green cab­ 
bage. and 12 to 20 minutes for 
old, white cabbage. 
(Makes ap­ 
proximately 5 cups cooked.) 
To 
serve, season with 
pepper 
and 
butter. 
Serves 6,

Five serious bottlenecks stand 
in his way—the chronic and grow­ 
ing shortage of raw materials, 
sabotage and lack of manpower, 
transportation and electric power. 
Production 
figures, 
naturally, 
arp state secrets. 
W hat meager 
hints or official indications that 
get out are open to suspicion as 
attempts to mislead. 
An estimate by a source with 
access 
to 
reliable 
information, 
however has put Germany's air­ 
plane production potential at be­ 
tween 2,200 and 2.500 planes a 
mon’h. 
Her total of planes is be­ 
lieved to have risen from about 
10,000 when the war started to 
about 25,000 now. 
Yet the need for airplanes grew 
so urgent last fall that Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering ordered 
to the eastern front all planes re­ 
served for testing and experimen­ 
tation. 
Aircraft engineers w'ho had been 
wrorking on new’ designs were in­ 
structed to concentrate on boost­ 
ing production. 
From one plant alone, it was 
said, one out of every four engines 
was being turned back for over­ 
hauling after only a few flights. 
Submarines slid from the ways 
at a rate estimated at 15 to 18 a 
month. 
No Capital Ships 
But Germany is building no cap­ 
ital ships because, say naval of­ 
ficers, she cannot and still keep 
up other needed naval building. 
Her only aircraft carrier, the 
Graf Zeppelin, is said to be lying 
in Goteshafen harbor only 8 0 per 
cent completed. 
There are no reliable estimates 
on tank production but nazi diffi­ 
culties are indicated by the fact 
that two tank divisions, camou­ 
flaged with desert yellow for Af­ 
rica, had to he repainted overnight 
and sent east last 
fall at the 
height of the 19 41 campaign in 
Russia. 
The windfalls of 
booty

There is no way to determine 
just how hard sabotage has hit 
the German war plant or German 
w-ar production hut Hitler himself 
has shaken his fist at saboteurs, 
threatening to track them down 
and exterminate them.

N ever before in my life 
have I been so deep ly imp ressed 
w ith the hu m an insight and wis­ 
dom which it embodies. 
Glad­ 
stone w as rig h t when he said it is 
“ the m ost w onderfu l w’ork ever 
stru c k off a t a given time by the 
brain and p u rp ose of man ” 
This 
C h a rter 
of 
ou r 
Liberties 
sets 
fo rth clearly the essential p rin­ 
cip les of a governm ent founded 
for the definite p u rp ose of insu r­ 
ing to every citizen his God given 
rights. 
The C onstitu tion rep resents the 
will of the p eop le in a governm ent 
in which the p eop le are su p reme. 
The Pream ble of the Constitu tion 
declares: 
“W E T H E P E O P L E of 
the U nited S tates . . . do ordain 
and 
establish 
this 
Constitu tion 
for the U nited S tates of A m eri­ 
ca.” 
O u r 
C onstitu tion 
is 
over 
and above those who tem p orarily 
hold some office created by it. 
It 
is, therefore, above the m em bers 
of Congress, above the President, 
and above the Ju stices of the Su ­ 
p rem e Cou rt. 
All of these hold 
office u nder the Constitu tion, and 
all of them are requ ired by the 
C onstitu tion 
to 
take 
a 
solemn 
oath to p reserve, p rotect, and de­ 
fend it. 
Among the m arks of keen h u ­ 
m an insight shown in ou r Consti­ 
tu tion are the nu m erou s checks 
and 
balances 
which 
it p rovides 
F o r 
exam p le, 
all 
law -m aking 
p ower is vested in Congress, 
Bu t 
a bill p assed, as requ ired, by both 
H ou ses 
of 
Congress 
m u st 
be 
signed by the P resident befo*<; it 
becomes a law, 
A bill vetoed by 
the P resident m u st be p assed by 
a tw o-thirds vote of both Hou ses 
of Congress before it can become 
a law. 
And even if both Hou ses 
of Congress should p ass 
a 
law 
and it w ere signed by the Presi­ 
dent. if it is th o u g h t to be con­ 
tra ry to any p rovision of the Con­ 
stitu tion, a citizen atfected by it 
m ay take the m a tte r into cou rt, 
and on the qu estion of constitu ­ 
tionality 
c a rry the case 
to the 
Su p rem e Cou rt. 
If the Su p rem e 
C ou rt finds th a t the law violates 
the Constitu tion, 
it is declared 
null and void. 
These p rovisions 
em p hasize the g re a t im p ortance 
of keep ing the three d ep artm en ts 
of g overnm ent free and indep end­ 
ent of one another.

p ecially tru e of ou r cou rts. 
In order to p rotect the rights 
and liberties of the p eop le,

C onstitu tion forbids Congress to 
p ass

in the Bill of Rights. 
It is p ro ­ 
vided. am ong other things, th a t 
Congress shall p ass no law re ­

sp eech, or of the p ress, or of the 
rig h t of the p eop le p eacefu lly to

and seizu res shall not be violated: 
th a t no p erson shall be dep rived 
of life, liberty, or p rop erty w ith ­ 
ou t due p rocess of law; th a t p ri­ 
vate p rop erty shall not be taken 
for p ublic use w ithou t ju st com ­ 
p ensation; 
and th a t any p erson 
accu sed of crim e shall have the 
right of a sp eedy and p ublic trial 
by an im p artial ju ry. 
W onderfu l and strong 
as ou r 
Constitu tion is. it cannot fu nction 
for the p rotection 
of ou r rights 
and 
liberties 
unless 
those 
who 
hold office u nder it scru p u lou sly 
observe 
and 
keep 
their 
solemn 
oaths to up hold and obey it. The 
checks and balances of the Con­ 
stitu tion are for the exp ress p u r ­ 
p ose of p reventing a consolidation 
of p owers which leads to d ic tato r­ 
ship . 
The 
C onstitu tion clearly 
intends 
th a t all 
ap p rop riations 
should 
be made 
for designated 
p urp oses. 
It is com m on know ­ 
ledge th a t du ring 
recent years, 
u nder the p retense of an em er­ 
gency, 
billions 
of 
dollars 
have 
been ap p rop riated 
to the Chief 
Execu tive to be exp ended by him 
as he m ay see fit. 
H aving this 
p ower, the P resident has had bills 
p rep ared, insisted up on their p a s­ 
sage, and a su bservient Congress 
has yielded to his dem ands.
